THE MESSAGE 


Mr. Cleveland Will Favor Increase of 
the Beer Tax and Duties on 
Tea and Coffee. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—Presi- 


dent Cleveland has been devoting a great 
deal of time to his annual message during 
the last week, and now has it well in hand, 


‘so that it can be finished in a couple of 


days. 
The last paragraphs of the message to 


| be written will be those dealing with the 
situation in Cuba. He will avail himself 


of the latest possible information as to the 
military situation in the island, and the 
prospects for the early success or failure 
of the insurgents may have much to do 
with shaping his policy. Present indica- 
tions are that he will make no radical 
recommendations on this subject. Other 
foreign questions in which the United 
States are interested will be touched upon 
briefly. 

Secretary Carlisle is preparing data look- 
ing to a recommendation for increasing the 
revenue of the Government by imposing 
revenue duties on tea and coffee and by 
increasing the internal revenue tax on beer. 
The President will doubtless express his ap- 
proval of these 1 — 

The financial reform recommendation of 
the message will be along the line of Mr. 
Cleveland's former recommendations and 
will have as its basis the advocacy of the 
single gold standard as the foundation of 
the monetary eystem of the coun The 
retirement of the greenbacks and the Sher. 
man notes will be recommended, mo as to 
take the Government entirely out of the 
business of issuing promissory notes, Bank- 
ing reform will be recommended at the same 
time to enable the banks of the country to 
issue circulating notes which will be safe 
and which can be expanded or contracted 
in volume to meet the needs of the busi- 
ness of the country. 

Mr. Cleveland is alive to the necessity of 
continuing the * ot the navy and 
of constructing coast defences’ to put the 
country in a condition to resist foréign ag- 

gression, and the recommendations on these 
fines made by Sec es Lamont and Her. 
bert in their enamel — Will be seconded 
in the message.

There was a panic in L’Ouverture School 
Friday afternoon and one pupil was per- 
haps fatally injured by leaping from an 
upper window. 

In some way a basketful of waste paper 
caught fire. The paper blazed. up and 
threatened a conflagration. The room filled 
with smoke, and the dozen or so little 
children became panic-stricken. 

They rushed for the window, and before 
ayone could intercept them George Hutch. 
mson, 12 years old, of 2946 Scott avenue, 
threw himself from a window. He alighted 
on his head on à brick pavement, fractur- 
ing his skull. 

The teachers as well as the children were 
overcome with fright. Several men work- 
ing in a quarry near by heard their 
screams and rushed into the building. They 
extinguished the Mames and quieted the 
children before any further injury was 
done. 

When a reporter called at the school an 
hour later, Principal Wood was still greatly 
excited. He refused both police and press 
any information regarding the accident, 
saying it was nobody’s business how it oc. 


curred or who was hurt.

THE POLICY QUTLINED. 


Hon. Nelson Dingley, Jr., Chairman of 
the Committee on Ways and Means, has 
furnished the New York World with a 
signed statement, in whieh he outlines 
the Republican policy regarding the tariff 
and the gold reserve. This statement is 
valuable because Mr. Dingley is known to 
hold confidential relations with President- 
elect McKinley, who has recently praised 
him as “& män Of wide information and 
sound views.” It may be regarded as 
authoritative, 

Mr. Dingley states that the Dingley 
bill. which he calls “the exigency tariff 
bill,” vill not be passed at the coming 
session, and that even if it Were passed 
it would not be accepted by thé Repub- 
licans as a permanent arrangement.“ 
He says the Republicans must reform the 
existing tariff, which “is amply pro- 
tective in some parts, but thoroughly. 
destructive to our industries in others“ 
and “a revenue destroyer.” He describes 
the duties on woolens, wools and limber 
as destructive, and says “thé woolen 
goods schedule is bad.” 

Mr. Dingley plainly intimates that an 
extra session of Congress will be held 
within a few months, and says that “such 
& ges#ion need not be a long one unless 


the Senate plirposely prolongs debate.“ 


In defining the policy which he thinks 
would be adopted by the extra session, 
Mr, Dingley says: 

We should have at least $50,000,000 increase 
of revenue, and it would be better if the 
gum were $70,000,000. Besides, the Treas- 
ury reserve should be not less than $150,- 
000,000, instead of the present accepted limit 
of $100, 000,090 in gold. This could be accom- 
plished by exchanging paper now in the 
Treasury for gold, and it ought to be ac- 
complished by the béginning of the next 
fiscal year. 4 

This, then, is the McKinley policy. 
More taxes, to the tune of $70,000,000. An 
increase of the gold reserve to $150,000,000. 

It ls estimated that the present gold 
reserve of $100,000,000 costs the taxpayers 
about $10,000,000 per,annum. If increased 
to $150,000,000 it would cost the taxpayers 
about $15,000,000 per annum. And this 
without a particle of benefit to those who 
pay at least nineteen-twentieths of the 
taxes levied by the Federal Government.

SALARY INCREASE 
IS THREATENED. 


LEGISLATIVE BUNGLING MAY 
PAY CIRCUIT JUDGES MORE. 


THE AMOUNT IS $3,500 EACH. 


Addition Was Made by Re-Enacting 
the Old Law With No Repeal 
Clause Attached. 


An accidental examination of the law re- 
adjusting the judiciary system in St. Louis 
by a lawyer at the Court-house Friday re- 
vealed a peculiarity which apparently al- 
lows the Circuit Judges an inerease of $3,500 
in their annual salary. 

When the discovery was made it caused 
considerable comment about the Court 
House. The Judges are allowed $5,500 a 
year under the old law, which is a pret- 
ty good sum. The &pparent increase would 
| give them $9,000 a year each. 

The section of the last session acts provid- 
ing for the salaries is es follows: 

“From and after the first Monday of 
January, 1897, each of the judges of said 
Circuit Court of the said city shall receive 
yearly, in addition to the amount allowed. 


by law td the several judges of the Circuit 
Court, to be paid out of the State Treasury, 
the further sum of $5,500, to be paid out 
of the treasury of said city in monthiy in- 
stallments, which installments the Munici- 

al Assembly of said city shall cause to 

e duly paid said judges.’ 

Whether or not this really means an in- 
crease of $3,500 is a‘matter of conjecture 
which is interesting everyone having to do 
with the courts. It can only be dec:ded by 
the judges demanding the extra $3,500 from 
the Ctty Treasurer and instituting pro- 
ceedings in the event of a refusal. 

The incumbents of the bench are them- 
selves in doubt on the subject, although 
none of those at present in office contem- 
plate applying for the increase. 

“The law says $3,500 in addition to the 
amount allowed each Judge from the State 
Treasury, said a prominent lawyer, dis- 
cussing the question with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. It also says that the $3,500 must 
be paid out of the Citg Treasury. The 
amount allowed by the State is 32.000. The 
Circuit Judges already receive $3,500 from 
the city. 

“Although this seems to interpret the law 
clearly as leaving the salaries as before, 
the law itself presents a very nice ques- 
tion, which might be decided in favor of 
the judges if one of them saw fit to 
test it. The fact that the new law in regard 
to salaries is a re-enaetment of the old 
one, without any repealing clause, could be 
accepted by the courts as showing the 
intent of the Legislature to increase the 
salaries. Else what would be the neces- 
sity of the new law?“ 

If the question arises, according to one of 
the Judges, the Circhit Court will not be the 
tribunal to pass upon it. It is the opin‘on 
of some of the lawyers that the Legisla- 
ture desired merely to place the occupants 
of the criminal bench, who will be Circuit 
Judges in January, on the same plane as 
the others, although they add that this 
would be unneceseary, as there will then 
no longer be a Criminal Court.

FACTS FROM SECRETARY LA- 
MONT’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


NEW PLAN FOR INFANTRY. 
Financial Expenditures and Estimates 


and the Progress of the 
. Coast Defenses. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 27.—In his 
annual report Secretary Lamont renews his 
previous recommendation that the infantry 
be reorganized, on the general idea of 
three light and mobile battalions of four 
companies each, instead of the cumbersome 
ten-company formation adopted a century 
ago, and abandoned by other nations since 
the development of modern magazine rifies, 
and he quotes Gens. Sherman, Sheridan 
and Lieut. Gen. Schofield in support of the 
necessity of this reorganization of the in- 
fantry. , 

The completion already of some coast de- 
fenses and the approaching completion of 
other modern batteries render necessary a 
larger force of artillerists, but no other in- 
crease of the army is asked for. The plan 
of seacoast defense involves 100 distinct 
batteries in over twenty harbors. 

Under the new system established by 
Secretary Lamont the army has for the 


first time been paid monthly. Over 814,000. 
ov - 
ernment by the system is about 38.000 an- 
nually, and it appears to encourage econo- 
my among the men, as soldiers’ deposits 
this year are over $100,000 more than last 
year. | 

Under the new recruiting system 8,498 
men were enlisted last year, of whom nearly 
one-half were secured at garrisoned posts 
without expense. Desertion in the army is 
decreasing. Degerters in 1883 numbered 3,- 
578; in , only 1,683, and last year, 1,365. 

he Secretary recommends that the 
Springfield rifle, caliber 45, be issued to 
State troops; that the States be allowed to 
return to the War Department obsolete arms 
and equipments, to be sold, and the proceeds 
credited to the States, and that.the States 
be allowed to purchase from the department 
supplies at regulation prices. : 

Fifteen regiments of regulars are on duty 
east of the Missouri and the meridian of 
Kansas City, twenty are located in the 
plains and mountains between the Missouri 
and the eastern boundary of the Pacific 
States, and five are on the Pacific Coast. 
There are seventy-seven military posts. The 
army consists of 25,000 officers and men, or 
284 below the legal maximum. The relative 
field strength on Oct. 31 was 23,382. 

The report shows that, whereas on the 
ist of July, 1893, of our modern defense 
but one high-power gun was mounted, by 
the Ist of July next we will have in posi- 
tion Seventy high-power breech-loading 
guns and ninety-five breech-loading morvars 
of modern design, and by the following 
July, on completion of work already under 
way or provided for, 18 guns and 153 mor- 
tars.

ington, Hampton Roads, Wilmingtoa, 
Charleston, Savannah, Key West, Pensu- 
cola, Mobile, New Orleans, Galveston, San 
Diego, San Francisco, the mouth of the 
Columbia River and Puget Sound. 

The total number of emplacements pro- 
vided for to date is 1 or guns and 156 for 
mortars, of which ninety-two for guns and 
seventy-six for mortars were appropriated 
for at the last session of Congress.“ 

Before the end of the present year we 
shall have eleven 12-inch, forty-two 10- 
inch? eight 8-inch, six rapid-fire guns and 
112 mortar emplacements. By fais next 
there should be completed fourteen 12-inch, 
forty-six 10-inch, ten 8-inch and twelve rap- 
id-fire guns and 112 mortar emplacements. 
And by the close of the coming year this 
will be increased to twenty-one 12-inch, six- 
ty-six 10-inch, twenty-five 8-inch and six- 
teen rapid-fire and 156 mortar emplace- 
ments. A very large proportion of emplace- | 
ments are intended to receive guns mount- 
ed on disappearing carriages. 


The number of carriages completed and 
building, all of which will be finished with- 
in the next fiscal year, is twenty 12-inch, 
sixty-nine 10-inch, 1 8-inch guns and 
153 for mortars.

“The principal object of the meeting Sun- 
day,“ said Mr. Dodge, will be to arouse 
the interest of unattached railroad men and 
arouse a sentiment that will have its effect 
— our efforts to secure the proposed legis- 
ation. 

“During the last year railroad men have 
appeared to be apused to the necessity of 
affiliated action and those outside of the 
organizations have been hastening to get 
in. This is shown by the fact that our 
order has been inereaged by 5,000 members 
during that time. And the present month 
promises to be the’ bést in the matter of 
additions,

RUMORS OF - CONSOLIDATION. 


Renewal of the Southern Electric Pool 
' Revives an Old Story. 


Insistent rumors of street car consolida- 
tion have been set afloat by a renewal of 
the pooling agreement among the stock- 
holders of the Southern Electric Railway. 


Three years ago a majority of the stock- 

holders pooled their interests; making John 
C. Russell and John Stites, the Louisville 
capitalist, Claude Kil atrick and W. R. 
Davis, President and Vice-President of the 
road respectively, trustees with absolute 
control, 
The eement expires Dec. 1. Wednesday 
the pooling agreement was renewed effec- 
tive from Dec. 1, 1896, to Dec. 1, 1899. The 
Same trustees were named with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Davis, who has removed from 
the city. 

Under the agreement the trustees can sell 
the road or 80 into consolidation. There is 
a further clause in the agreement fixing 
the lowest selling price on the stock at $90 
for preferred and $45 for common. 

The basis for rumors of consolidation 18 
that the suburban road is badly in need of a 
down-town loop. The Southern Electric’s 
new extension south on Seventh street to 
Cass avenue and back over Sixth street 
would suit them nicely. The fact that St. 
Loulsans have absorbed all the Southern 
Electric stock let go by Louisville holders 
and that St. Loulsans took a recent issue 
of $200,000 of the company’s bonds is taken 


to give color to the consolidation theory. 


President Kilpatrick of the Southern Elec- 
tric says neither he nor his brother trus- 
tees have discussed the question of consoli- 
dation. If any one comes along with the 
right kind of money the road will be sold. 
The company has no proposition do sell or 
consolidate under consideration at present. 
President Char rner of the Su- 
burban has just returned from the East. 
He denies the consolidation story. 


SHOE FACTORY CUTS WAGES. 


Brown Co. Lasters Claim They Were 
Reduced Without Warning. 


Because of a reduction in wages five\men 
employed by the Brown Shoe Company to 
run lasting machines quit work. Two of 
them returned. The others claim that they 
have been badly treated. 

James Marrs and Thos. Glynn, represent- 
ing the lasters, gave their version of the 
incident to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The Brown Company tried to get all their 
men to march in the goldbug parade and 
vote for McKinley,” said Glynn, They said 
it would make business better and wages 
higher to elect @ Republican President. I 
don't know. about the business, but I do 
krow they have cut wages. here were five 
lasters in the factory, operating Nigger- 
Head machinés. They were myself and 
James Marrs, James Quinn, Frank Fien and 
Frank Wells. We were not notified that 
there was to be a cut. When we sent up 
our books they were returned, made up at 
the rate of 3 cents a pair for lasting shoes, 
aoe of 3% cents, which we had been get-
